DODGE INDEX 
DECLINE 


Matching February's decline, 
the Dodge Index of construc- 
tion contract value fell another 
10 percent in March, the 
Dodge Division of McGraw- 
Hill Information Systems re- 
ported, while the Cost Infor- 
mation Systems Division re- 
ported an 8.7 percent increase 
in the cost of materials over a 
12-month period which ended 
in March, 

At the end of the first quar- 
ter of 1980, the cumulative 
value of all construction start- 
ed in 1980 was $32.6 billion, 
a decline of 20 percent from 
the comparable 1979 period. 

Dodge vice president and 
chief economist, George Chris- 
tie noted that the construction 
market's reaction to anti-infla- 
tionary restraint no longer is 
limited to housing. “As hous- 
ing starts plunged toward the 
one million unit rate in March, 
minus signs began spreading 
to several types of nonresi- 
dential building and public 
works,” he reported. 

The housing decline has 
pushed some material prices 
down, such as lumber, but 
this has been offset by in- 
creases in other building ma- 
terials, especially those which 
are petrolum-based, according 


to Hugh Sharp, general man- 
ager of the Cost Information 
Systems Division. “At present, 
the cost of building materials 
is climbing at an annual rate 
of 9 percent,” he said.

UPDATE 


НВ 5685 revises provisions 
for local exemption from the 
construction code and the 
continued enforcement of the 
national model. The proposed 
bill, introduced by Representa- 
tive Forbes (D-Oak Park), re- 


vises membership on the com- | 


mission and increases the size 
of the commission from 10 to 
16. The proposed legislation 
has been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Urban Affairs. 

Two new publications are 
available from AIA Component 
Affairs. The first, “Compendi- 
um: Architect Selection Laws,” 
compiles A/E selection Jaws of 
the 18 states that currently 
have such statutes on their 
books. The booklet also in-
